trade unions and to bargain collective- 
ly. The attitude of the wire admmis 
tratlon under Burleson and his restor 
ing President Carl ton to control the 
Western Union for the purpose of de 
stroylng us makes this strike inevitable 
Y ou are aware of the promises made 
to Us by* the government. 
You kiow 
hew they were violated. 
Mediation, 
conciliation and arbitration have not 
bee available for us, because the em 
ptoyers doubt our strength. But I feel 
conTldent we will surprise the nation 
by tomorrow's response. 
-I earnestly ask the CqOventlpn now 
in session to take Mine action to help 
ur drtroy the w«r«t labor autocracy 
this country has ever known."

food plant Ims been fetched from Peru 
b.v the Vale geographic expedition. It 
yield* a product declared to/be quite 
equal to oatmeal. The j>liinf In ques- 
tion Is a oultlvcted plR-wced, t»nd an- 
t'lt'iitly \va« one of the two prlndpnl 
uniln producing crops of the Incns. 
Today In Peru It la chiefly used for 
the manufacture of "chlclw," a native 
beer. From a valley high up In the 
Peruvian Andes the expedition obtained 
a new mid remarkable wild relative 
of the tomtito. 
It bus an npple-Ilke 


flavor, mill i* tlie fruit of a desert 
plant, found In company with cacti 
and other such water-starved vege- 
table species. 
The plant Is a vine. 


which, sn.v the experts, may be traine<l 
over arbors. It may be crossed with 
our own tomatoes for the production 
of varieties with special edible vir-. 
tties. Another remarkable acquisition 
was a kind of tomato thnt grows, on 
n tree. 
It Is only a little tree, four 


or five feet hish, with branches that 
spread horizontally, giving it a flat- 
topped effect. The tomatoes are epjt 
shaped, and borne in pendant clusters 
from near the ends of the branches. 
Yet another prize, deemed valuable 
for

United 


States, was the "lucuiua." which can 
hardly be called a discovery inas- 
much as it has long been a popular 
fruit In Pern. 
It has rich, mealy 


flesh, somewhat resembling in texture 
and flavor n cooked sweet potato, and 
is hardy enough to be grown In Flor- 
ida or In southern California.
